(Donald  MacKie,  Deputy  Registrar  ’General) 


The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  year  1941 
show  a slight  decrease  in  the  birth  rate,  an  increase  in  the  death 
rate  and  a decrease  in  the  marriage  rate.  There  is  an  increase  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate  and  a decrease  in  the  maternal  death  rate. 

The  birth  rate  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Owing  to  war  conditions  and  the  number  of  men  overseas,  a 
decline  was  anticipated,  but  this  has  evidently  been  offset  by  the 
high  marriage  rate  during  the  two  preceding  years.  Alberta  still 
maintains  the  highest  birth  rate  west  of  Quebec. 

The  marriage  rate,  although  slightly  lower  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  is  still  well  above  the  average  rate.  This  is  due  to 
war  conditions. 

Deaths  from  epidemic  and  contagious  diseases,  on  the  whole, 
show  a decline,  there  being  a considerable  decrease  in  Influenza. 
There  were  also  decreases  in  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis,  Pneumonia  being  stationary.  There 
was  a considerable  increase  in  Measles  and  a slight  increase  in 
Typhoid.  Cancer  deaths  show  a decline  from  the  preceding  year, 
but  with  that  exception,  the  number  is  higher  than  for  any  pre- 
vious year.  However,  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  the  lowest 
in  Canada.  Deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Heart  show  a large  increase, 
and  are  the  chief  cause  of  death.  Violent  deaths  show  a consider- 
able increase,  this  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  large  number 
of  accidents  in  coal  mines  and  in  air  transportation. 

Population 

The  population  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  year  1941  is 
796,169.  This  number  was  determined  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  from  the  returns  of  the  Census  which  was  taken  in  June 
of  that  year.  All  rates  in  this  report  have  therefore  been  based  on 
that  figure. 

Births 

The  number  of  children  born  alive  and  registered  during  the  year 
amounted  to  17,308,  constituting  a birth  rate  of  21.7  per  1,000  popu- 
lation. This  is  49  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  is  a decrease 
of  .1  in  the  rate.  Of  the  total  births,  8,882  were  males  and  8,426 
were  females,  being  a ratio  of  1,054  males  to  1,000  females.  This 
is  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  preceding  10  years,  which  was 
1,046.  There  were  376  twins  (188  sets)  and  two  sets  of  triplets 
born  during  the  year.  Illegitimate  births  numbered  720,  being  39 
more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  constituting  a rate  of  4.1  per 
100  births. 

Of  the  total  births  registered,  9,856  occurred  in  the  cities  and 
towns  of  over  1,000  population,  6,527  in  the  rural  districts,  and  925 
were  Indians.  In  the  four  large  cities,  the  births  were  as  follows: 
Edmonton  3,253,  Calgary  2,255,  Lethbridge  761,  and  Medicine  Hat 
466.

Marriages 

There  were 

8,470  marriages  registered  during  the  year. 

This  is 

312  less  than  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  and  is  1,279  more 
than  the  average  for  the  five  preceding  years.  This  number  is  the 
second  highest  in  the  history  of  the  Province,  having  only  been 
exceeded  by  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  and  constitutes  a 
rate  of  10.7  per  1,000  population. 

Of  the  8,470  marriages,  148  are  brides  of  16  years  of  age  and 
under,  1,792  are  between  the  ages  of  17  and  19,  and  3,866  between 
the  ages  of  20  and  24.  There  were  91  grooms  and  43  brides  over  60 
years  of  age,  22  of  these  grooms  and  6 of  these  brides  being  over 
70  years  of  age.  There  was  one  groom  over  80,  and  2 brides  over  75 
years  of  age.  The  number  of  marriages  in  the  four  largest  cities 
are  as  follows:  Edmonton  1,988,  Calgary  1,887,  Lethbridge  360,  and 
Medicine  Hat  345.

Divorces 

There  were  311  divorces  granted  by  decree  absolute  during  the 
year,  which  is  38  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  is  60  more  than 
the  average  for  the  preceding  live  years;  135  were  granted  to 
husbands  and  176  to  wives.  In  addition  to  the  divorces,  5 decrees 
of  nullity  were  issued. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  of  6,385  persons  (including  Indians)  were  registered 
during  the  year,  of  whom  3,866  were  males  and  2,519  were  females. 
This  number  is  182  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  constitutes  a 
death  rate  of  8.0  or  .2  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  There 
were  414  males  and  341  females  80  years  of  age  and  over  at  the 
time  of  death,  whilst  1 male  and  4 females  were  centenarians.

As  in  previous  years.  Heart  Diseases  still  holds  the  first  place 
amongst  the  causes  of  death,  the  rate  being  176  per  100,000  popu- 
lation compared  with  137  for  the  previous  year.  There  was  a 
decrease  in  the  cancer  rate  from  95  to  90;  this  rate,  however,  indi- 
cates that  the  disease  is  still  continuing  its  upward  trend,  as  it  is 
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higher  than  any  previous  year  with  the  exception  of  the  preceding 
year. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  the 
number  being  374  compared  with  376,  the  rate  being  the  same, 
namely,  47  per  100,000  population.  The  deaths  shown  as  being  due 
to  Diseases  of  the  Arteries  number  only  86,  as  compared  with  517 
for  the  previous  year.  This  large  decrease  is  due  to  a change  in  the 
classification  of  joint  causes  of  death  by  the  Fifth  Decennial 
Revision  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  Commission  on  Causes 
of  Death,  whereby  diseases  of  the  arteries  associated  with  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  are  now  classified  under  Cerebral  Haemorrhage; 
formerly  they  were  all  allocated  to  diseases  of  the  arteries.  There 
was  a large  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  Influenza,  the  number  being 
176  as  against  255  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  respective  rates 
being  22  and  32.  The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  again 
showed  an  increase,  the  number  being  253,  compared  with  232  for 
the  preceding  year  and  the  rates  being  32  and  29  respectively. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Smallpox.  Deaths  resulting  from  preg- 
nancy numbered  54,  being  15  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  and 
constituting  a death  rate  of  7 per  100,000  population,  or  3.1  per  1,000 
live  births  as  against  3.9  for  the  year  1940.  Violent  deaths  (exclud- 
ing suicide)  numbered  525,  being  a rate  of  66  compared  with  415 
deaths  and  a rate  of  52  for  the  previous  year.  Deaths  resulting  from 
automobile  accidents  and  drownings,  the  two  most  frequent  causes 
of  violent  deaths,  were  practically  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.

The  foregoing  list  comprises  4,823  deaths  and  amounts  to  75.5  of 
the  total  deaths  for  the  year. 
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Infant  Deaths 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  879, 
compared  with  834  for  the  previous  year,  the  respective  rates  per 
1,000  births  being  51  and  48,  an  increase  of  3 in  the  rate  and  45 
more  in  the  number  of  deaths.  Measles  is  chiefly  responsible  for 
this  increase.  The  present  infant  death  rate  is  4 less  than  the 
average  of  the  preceding  5 years.

The  number  of  deaths  by  suicide  is  103,  an  increase  of  7 from 
the  previous  year,  whilst  the  deaths  from  murder  and  manslaughter 
is  14,  being  a decrease  of  6. 

Stillbirths  numbered  324,  being  54  less  than  the  number  for  the 
previous  year. 

Overseas  Deaths 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Department  of  National 
Defence  whereby  deaths  of  Alberta  residents,  who  die  on  active 
service  overseas,  are  recorded  with  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics 
in  Edmonton.

As  the  Province  of  Alberta  is  not  divided  into  Counties,  and  the 
political  divisions  are  not  permanently  fixed,  it  has  been  found 
advisable  to  use  as  smaller  areas,  the  Dominion  Census  Divisions.
